It is true that to obtain new batteries, one can 
send used ones through the post for replace- 
ment, but for even minor repairs it entails travel- 
ing to Addenbrookes Hospital and that does 
nvolve a minimum of 3 hours, and much incon- 
venience. | trust that the ‘Powers that be’ will 
delve into this problem on behalf of fellow resi- 
dents, especially retired people, and | thank you 
for your indulgence.

| don't like to run down my Village (of which | 
am very proud), but it is becoming a dump ! 

You can walk through the Village anytime, day 
or night, weekday or weekend, and the place is 
dirty and filthy, so who is doing it ? Dog owners 
are better than they used to be - well, nearly all of 
them, but not quite, there is still plenty of evi- 
dence around the Village to prove that. Please, it 
only takes a minute to clear up after your dog 
has finished. 

TESCO trolleys - OK people use them to get 
the shopping home if they are not using the car, 
but that does'n't condone the practice of leaving 
them dumped around the Village, as at present - 
another blot on the landscape. Please return 
them to TESCO as soon as possible. 

Litter is one of our biggest problems; there is 
hardly anywhere in the Village that is free from 
this curse. Much of the litter is dropped by very 
young children (whose parents should teach 
them that this is what the rubbish bins are for), 
and teenagers, some of whom are the worst 
offenders. Please parents, ask your children to 
use the bins provided. Then there are some 
adults, who like a small minority of dog owners, 
just don't care and drop their rubbish anywhere 
but in the bins provided.

Domestic Refuse Collections 


This refers only to properties which are used solely 
for domestic purposes. Persons requiring collection 
from premises on which a business is run or is used for 
both domestic and trade purposes should contact the 
commercial department by letter at South Cambridge- 
shire District Council, Meadow House, 118 Water Lane, 
Oakington, Cambridge, CB4 SAL, or by telephone on 
(0223) 235468 for details of the collections. 


Refuse sacks 

Each household is allocated 90 sacks each year, and 
receives a delivery of 2 rolls of sacks (15 sacks per roll) 
3 times a year. 


Refuse Collection 

The authority will clear up to a maximum of 6 bags 
per household refuse per property per week, providing : 

a) Refuse is placed for collection at the kerbside, in 
the secure manner - ideally in black plastic sacks, by 
7.00 am of the day of collection. 

b) Asbestos, builders rubble, furniture, garden 
refuse, liquids, soil, stones, substances containing 
TBTO and any other large or heavy bulky item should not 
be put out for collection, as these items could cause 
injury to the authority's staff or damage to the freighters. 
Special collections of items which can not be collected 
by the freighter can be arranged by writing to the ad- 
dress above, or telephoning the number above and 
asking for extension 310. A charge is made for some of 
the above items. 

c) Broken Glass will only be taken if it is securely 
packaged and clearly marked as such. 


In addition the authority will take one bag of grass 
cuttings per property per week. It would be appreciated if 
these could be left in an open sack overnight before 
being put out for collection as this facilitates the collec- 
tion process. 

Should you wish to dispose of the refuse yourself, | 
you may take it to Milton Refuse Tip, which is open to the 
public from 8.00 am to 8.00 pm Monday to Friday and 
8.00 am to 7.00 pm at weekends. Further details may be 
obtained from the county council:
